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PREFACE 

Book Two of the Common-Word Spellers continues the 
plan of work begun in Book One. It emphasizes the 
spelling of common words, separately treats phonetic and 
unphonetic words, consistently reviews difficult words 
previously taught, and stresses the hard spots in words. 
It also continues vnitten dictation, standard tests, and 

H exercises in syllabication. 

^ One outstanding new feature of Book Two is the 

: dictionary lessons presented in a novel and practical way. 

^ Pupils are taught how to use guide words and key words, 
and how to interpret diacritical marks and marks of 
accent. Word studies including the significance of pre- 
fixes and suffixes, of plural forms, and the formation of 
compounds are given a prominent place. Derivatives com- 
prise so large a percentage of our common words that 
word-building exercises are very properly emphasized. 
Adequate attention is also given to correct pronunciation 
and to practice in written spelling. 

Another feature receiving attention is the planned 
lessons for teaching spelling in the pupils' original com- 
position. After all, this is the real test of one's ability to 
spell. Put to this test many of our prize winners in spell- 
ing classes display weakness. When correct spelling func- 
tions subconsciously as a person writes, he spells well.

An attempt to teach only the words needed in every- 
day life has been made in these books. But when children 
leave the common schools to engage in business pursuits a 
special vocabulary enters their speech and writing. These 
words cannot be anticipated. The pupil must master them 
unaided. A very essential part, then, of a course in spell- 
ing is to teach pupils how to go about it to learn to spell 
new words. This very important instruction has been 
definitely given in the Common-Word Spellers.

INTRODUCTION 

In the main, three problems are faced in preparing a 
textbook in spelling. First, the problem of the vocabulary; 
second, the problem of grading the vocabulary scientifi- 
cally ; and third, the problem of presentation or method of 
instruction. Each of these is fully discussed in the intro- 
duction to Book One of the Commorv- Word Spellers. 

Vocabulary. The vocabulary of this series of spellers is 
based upon the original investigations made by D^ W. N. 
Andersen at the State University of Iowa, in which he 
determined the three thousand most common words used 
in social and business correspondence. To this original list 
about one thousand words have been added. These were 
chosen from the Usts of common words determined by 
Ayres, Cook and O'Shea, Pryor, Starch, and Jones, and 
from other lists, including interest words from writing 
vocabularies of school children. 

Gradation. The words are graded in accordance with 
the findings of Ashbaugh's Iowa Spelhng Scales and the 
scale by Ayres and Buckingham. Consideration is also 
given to the recommendations of the Committee on Econ- 
omy of Time of the National Education Association. 

Method. Four groups of words are separately treated : 
(1) purely phonetic words which present little difficulty

and therefore need but slight attention, (2) words con- 
taining phonetic equivalents, (3) homonyms, and (4) un- 
phonetic or sight words. These groups are fully described 
in the introduction to Book One, to which the reader 
is referred. 

Additional problems in teaching spelHng are considered 
under the following headings : (1) Use of the Dictionary, 
(2) Hard Spots and Demons, (3) Pronunciation, (4) Syl- 
labication, (5) Words in Context, (6) Notes for the Teacher. 

Use of the Dictionary. Many fairly well-educated persons 
do not know how to use a dictionary intelligently. It is 
not because they never have occasion to use it but because 
they were never taught its use. Reahzing this the Commonr 
Word Spellers provide for progressive dictionary exercises 
throughout the grades. 

Beginning with the learning of the letters of the alphar 
bet in their order, pupils are taught to arrange words 
alphabetically in lists based on the first, then the first 
two, and subsequent letters. They are also taught to find 
words, and to insert other words, in such lists. Practice 
is given in finding names in telephone and address books. 

At the beginning of Book Two a novel feature is intro- 
duced ; namely, an exact copy of a page from a dictionary. 
Interpretative lessons based upon this page teach the pupil 
how to find and use guide words, key words, diacritical 
marks, accent marks, and other essentials necessary in the 
intelligent use of a dictionary. Learning to mark diacrit- 
ically every word by sheer memory is purposely avoided. 
Pupils learn to use diacritical marks when a letter that

represents more than one sound requires a mark to indicate 
which sound is employed in the pronunciation. How to 
find the meaning and the spelling of a word is also taught. 

Hard Spots and Demons. Usually hard spots occur in 
words, (1) if a sound is not represented by its usual sym- 
bol, (2) if the word is spelled with a phonetic equivalent, 
(3) if there are silent letters, and (4) if there is an elision 
of vowels. Demons are unphonetic or sight words in which 
the pronunciation offers little or no help in the spelling. 
All such words must be reviewed again and again until 
the spelling is fixed in the writing hand. 

Pronunciation. The author beheves that pronunciation 
is a real part of the spelling work. It is therefore made a 
part of the mastery of each word and is given prominence 
in the text because of its function both in speech and in 
spelling. Distinct and correct pronunciation is a mark of 
scholarship to be coveted by all. 

Syllabication. The author believes that to memorize syl- 
lables is a useless waste of time, and has therefore devel- 
oped the simple principles of syllabication in special lessons. 

Words in Context. The chief purpose of spelling is to 
enable pupils to write with ease and accuracy whatever 
they may desire to express. To this end many exercises 
in dictation, in letter writing, and in original composition 
have been provided. 

Notes for the Teacher. One of the unusual features of 
the Common-Word Spellers is the notes, which suggest 
the method of teaching certain phases of spelling. These 
notes are in the appendix.

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SIMPLIFIED SPELLING 

Changes in English spelling come into use gradually, 
largely as the result of individual initiative and example. 
During the last half century the following simplified 
words are among those that have become universally 
accepted as the standard spelling by all dictionaries: 
dranij primeval^ recognize^ synonym^ develop. 

Other words are now in process of simplification. 
Webster's latest dictionary recognizes two spellings for 
words like the following but prefers the simplified form : 

New Old New Old 

center centre hiccup hiccough 

draft draught judgment judgement 

rime rhyme program programme 

Again, Webster's dictionary recognizes and allows but 
does not prefer new spelUngs like the f oUowing :

The Simplified Spelling Board believes that changes 
in spelling based on common sense and a clear knowledge 
of the function of spelling will win recognition and ac- 
ceptance more rapidly than haphazard changes appealing 
to popular fancy. It published (June, 1920) a ** Handbook 
of Simplified Spelling," containing twenty-seven rules and 
about six thousand simplified words.

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SIX SPELLING EULES 

Rtile 1. To form the plural of a noun add s to the 
singular. If the pronunciation is thus made difficult, 
change s to es. 

Rule 2. Drop final e before adding a suffix beginning 
with a vowel. When e follows c or gr it is retained before 
a or 0. 

Rule 3. Words ending in y preceded by a consonant 
change y to i before adding a suffix not beginning with i. 

Rule 4. In words of one syllable and in words accented 
on the last syllable, double a single final consonant if pre- 
ceded by a single vowel before adding a suffix beginning 
with a vowel. 

Rule 6. To form the possessive add to the singular an 
apostrophe and s ('s). To plurals ending in s add only^ 
the apostrophe. 

Rule 6. '' / before e except after c, or when sounded 
long a as in neighbor and weigh." 

THREE RULES FOR SYLLABIEYING WORDS 

Rule 1. Prefixes and suffixes are separated from their 
roots when words are syllabified (ex tend ing^ un like ly). 

Rule 2. The consonants that stand between two vowels 
are placed with the latter vowel if the sound is smooth; 
but if the sound is not smooth, or if the former vowel is 
short, a consonant is held in the first syllable. 

Rule 3. If two of the consonants are alike the syllable 
division comes between them {beg gar^ puz zle\ except 
when the root syllable ends in a doubled letter {fuss ing). 
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JOHN'S " NEVER AGAIN LIST " 

John was not a good speller. Everyone at home and 
at school knew it. He could spell many of the words 
which he wished to use in his written work easily and 
accurately, but in nearly every lesson there were a few 
which baffled him. He misspelled them day after day. 

One day his teacher suggested that he make a special 
list of these *' demons" for that day and call it his ''Never 
Again List."

John had 
drilled himself on the hard spots in these *' demons" every 
day for the week. Each day a classmate tested him and 
checked the result. The next week John made a new list. 
All the other poor spellers in the class did the same thing. 
Now there are no poor spellers in John's class. 
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SPELLING " DEMONS ' FOR ADULTS 

Very few college graduates or other well-educated 
persons can spell all the words in this list. Most of them 
are exceptions to spelling rules. Indeed, they are among 
the hardest words in the English language. Teachers are 
not expected to teach these words, as many of them are not 
commonly used in written composition. The list affords a 
test for the very best spellers in the upper grades. If with- 
out previous drill a pupil can spell all but four or five of 
these words he is probably an excellent speller.

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NOTES FOR THE TEACHER 

Note 1 (page 5). This is a typical lesson to be developed by 
the teacher during the study period (see Note 13, Book One). First 
develop the three new words in large type. Pronounce them, write 
them on the board, calling attention to their hard spots, the a in 
homestead or the e in lonesome, etc. Ask the class to explain what 
these words mean, often by their use in sentences. Then write each 
word several times. Probably three quarters of the time devoted to 
spelling should be given to teaching the lesson, one quarter to test- 
ing. If possible, test the words taught the previous day. It is not 
a real test to study and test immediately afterward. 

Note 2 (page 8). Dictation exercises should be studied carefully 
with the pupils and every detail of spelling, punctuation, pronuncia- 
tion, and meaning brought out. Follow the plan of the socialized 
recitation, the pupils taking an active part in discussing with each 
other both the meaning and the form. In testing have the children 
close their books and write the exercise sentence by sentence as the 
teacher dictates it. 

Note 3 (page 9). Lessons on unphonetic words must be presented 
in a variety of ways. Visualization is the watchword. Point out the 
hard spots by colored crayon, underscoring, or by heavy lines, in 
order to focus attention and fix the visual image. Oral spelling in 
concert, stressing with the voice the hard spots, is a helpful exercise. 

Note 4 (page 10). Tie the spellings of homonyms to their mean- 
ings as shown in sentences. Use your skill as a teacher to vary this 
exercise in order to maintain the class interest. Often the children 
should be required to give a sentence using a certain homonym. 

Note 5 (page 11). Writing words in phrases is a particularly 
helpful way to bring out meaning and to equip for rapid spelling

in written context. Word-groups may be given orally to test com- 
prehension. Always invite discussion during these exercises. 

Note 6 (page 12). The opposite page offers a fine opportunity to 
introduce to the class the many features of dictionary work. Refer 
to it again and again in this and later grades as the lessons are 
developed. To be able to read a dictionary page correctly and easily 
is the aim of these dictionary lessons. In subsequent lessons where 
this i)age is referred to, turn to it with the class and work out the 
answers to the questions asked. Invent other exercises if necessary 
to develop the dictionary habit. (See Introduction, page vi.) 

Note 7 (page 20). Speak and write these verb phrases — Will 
you apply ? etc. — rapidly to fix habits for correct form. An incor- 
rect participle is often detected when put into a verb phrase. 

Note 8 (page 30). These lessons on marking the vowels are 
arranged in groups determined by a common mark. Arrange a table 
on the blackboard showing this as the lessons are studied. Give also 
the respellings if your dictionary uses them to show pronunciation. 

Note 9 (page 31). Throw as much originality as possible into 
these composition lessons. Forget the spelling until you have aroused 
a real ambition to write something worth while. Instill a desire to 
excel in the production ; then, as an incidental thing, look after the 
spelling if need be and have the work copied. 

Note 10 (page 39). Words with a short vowel preceding a single 
consonant are unusual. Call particular attention to that fact in these 
words ; also stress the fact that in words of more than one syllable 
final without k usually follows the short i sound. Review Note 43, 
Book One. 

Note 11 (page 44). In the several review lists and ** spelldowns" 
teach the pupils to discriminate between the words they are already 
sure of and those requiring more study. They then should focus 
their attacks on the latter group (see page 178). 

Note 12 (page 45). These tests and those in Book One are 
taken from the Iowa Spelling Scale and have been standardized in 
Iowa public schools. It may be well to give this test at mid-year, 
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recording the grade of each pupil, and to give it again at the close of 
the year, noting the improvement Finally, assign the test for a spell- 
ing exercise, requiring all pupils to spell the words with a high score. 

NoTB 13 (page 52). Other vowels are often obscure, owing to lack 
of accent. Notice e in broken^ i in raisin, a in instarU^ and u in column. 
Vowels when obscure are hard spots that require special study. 

Note 14 (page 54). It is necessary to refer to a large dictionary 
for the study of this lesson because the broad sound of a is shown 
by a respelling in some of the small dictionaries. Thus water is 
respelled woter, the o being marked with a circumflex. This sound 
of o is an equivalent of broad a. Often, too, the short o sound of a 
(was, what) is shown by a respelling (w6s, wh6t) in small diction- 
aries. Other sounds of the vowels are also represented in this way. 
When OT u has the sound of oo, either long or short, the respelling 
of the word is often employed. Teach the forms used in your 
school. 

Note 15 (page 57). Derivatives are so common in English that 
the manner of forming them ought to be clear to the pupils. The 
placing of proper prefixes and the annexing of the correct suf- 
fixes are important in correct spelling. Make it plain to pupils in 
the upper grades that a prefix usually modifies the meaning of a 
root, while a suffix usually shows a change in the part of speech 
of the word. 

Note 16 (page 66). This is an important page. Errors so often 
occur in the formation of the past participle of verbs that not only 
the spelling but the pronunciation should be made clear. Ask the chil- 
dren to group these words first in accordance with the rules for spell- 
ing, later with regard to their pronunciation. 

Note 17 (page 73). The value, as a habit-forming exercise, of a 
rapid writing of these review lists in phrases will be apparent. 
Pupils may time themselves in one of two ways, by recording the 
time required to write the exercise and by recording the number of 
words correctly written in a given time. In all such exercises the 
teacher should insist that the words be legibly written. 
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Note 18 (page 77). The teacher should stress the work in pro- 
nunciation, as it is very important in oral English. Pronounce the 
words rapidly and recur to the exercises frequently until the correct 
habit is formed. 

Note 19 (page 80). The lessons on this page discuss certain 
digraphs, troublesome since they are pronounced in several different 
ways. Nearly all of the words have already appeared in the lessons, 
so it is hoped that this grouping will prove a thorough test of the 
pupils' ability to spell the words correctly and without hesitation. 

Note 20 (page 84). This lesson should provoke a wide range of 
comment on the part of pupils. Give them full rein in their inter- 
pretations, then check the written work for incorrect spelling. 

Note 21 (page 94). From this point on special effort should be 
made for written work in spelling. As far as practicable, lessons are 
provided for subconscious spelling ; that is, pupils are being called 
upon to spell the necessary words as they formulate thought. 

Note 22 (page 95). To write irregular-verb phrases, especially 
the forms in which errors usually occur, is an excellent spelling 
exercise. Do not confine your work to the lessons in the text, but 
form tables of phrases to correct the bad spelling of the pupils in 
your class. Give frequent written practice on these tables. 

Note 23 (page 106). Some of the longer letters may require two 
lessons. Aside from the spelling, the form should be carefully fol- 
lowed. Pupils should be able to write these letters rapidly from 
dictation. For the teacher to dictate additional letters to the class, 
then to have them discussed and corrected, would prove helpful. 

Note 24 (page 107). The spelling of these four words should be 
fixed, then other words like recede^ intercede^ given to test the class 
on the general spelling of this root. 

Note 25 (page 114). Difiiculty in spelling arises in words whose 
endings are spelled differently but pronounced alike. The plan fol- 
lowed is first to present the words of a common ending in special 
groups, then later to mix them with groups of the same pronuncia- 
tion but spelled differently. Such lists should be checked frequently. 
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Note 26 (page 125). These rules on how to study may be dis- 
cussed fully then applied with profit by the pupils. Bring out the 
reasons for them. Later the class may test themselves to see whether 
the rules really do prove beneficial in practice. 

NoTB 27 (page 129). The real purpose of these lessons is to show 
that pupils may be expected to spell all words in their written work 
correctly even though the words are not found in the speller. It 
will be well to amplify this type of assignment if needed. 

Note 28 (page 137). This is a carefully compiled list. It is com- 
posed of words commonly used and frequently misspelled. Test your 
dass on them and single out the difficult words for subsequent drill. 

Note 29 (page 143). These word-building exercises are very inter- 
esting to children as well as very helpful. Arrange for a game in 
which the pupils will work to see who can build the largest number 
of words on a single root. The teacher will decide against any word 
not in accepted use. Each pupil must be ready to define his words. 

Note 30 (page 150). In many communities there are Boy Scout 
and Camp Fire girl organizations. In addition to the correct writing of 
their respective codes of laws, written exercises about their activities 
can be easily motivated. Descriptions of outfits and camp equipment, 
narrations about hikes, arguments on the value of the movement, the 
necessity for its support, etc., will prove interesting topics. Remem- 
ber that the end in spelling is to enable students to write their ideas 
unhampered by the thoughts of how to spell the necessary words. 

Note 31 (page 160). This exercise can be made very interesting. 
The advertisements may be large in the form of posters if the class 
prefers, and mounted in most attractive design. Remember that 
good spelling goes hand in hand with good composition. 

Note 32 (page 161). The pupils will, enjoy writing other menus 
for the caf^. This gives a good opportunity to relate the spelling 
with the domestic-science work or even with the hot-lunch plan 
for the rural school. Opportunity is also given to study the well- 
proportioned meal by discussing carbohydrates, proteins, fats, and 
mineral salts in the various foods. 
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
